NATIONAL HONOR SOCIETY 


The National Honor Society is a nation-wide organization 
which is open to all secondary schools which apply for a charter. 
The charter for Prince George High was requested in 1955 and 
in March 1955, the Royal Chapter of the National Honor Socie- 
ty came intobeing. The Society was established to fulfill the 
need of a stimulant to scholarship and to bring out the abilities 
of outstanding students. 

It is the goal towards which many students work through- 
out their high school years. Each spring the Honor Society in- 
ducts new members by means of the "tapping" ceremony. In 
this impressive program, old members walk through the audience 
and "tap" new members who then take the oath to uphold these 
high ideals of the Society.
